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CONFIDENCE BY COMPULSION 
A couple of public-spirited New York state 
legislators, wh o seem to h ave been going to th e 
movies pretty regularly of late, h ave introduced 
in th e legislature a bill designed to buttress th e 
confidence of th e public in its elected repre­ 
sentatives. 
Th is bill would ban any motion picture wh ich 
tended “to create a false and untrue impression 
of th e conduct of public office by any public of­ 
ficial, or would w ith out w a rra n t or cause tend 
to underm ine public confidence in public offi­ 
cials.” 
Th e legislators complain th a t several recent 
movies h ave display ed public officials as crooks, 
nincompoops, grafters and fath eads, and th ey 
w an t m atters set righ t. And th e obvious th ing 
to do, th ey feel, is to put all such movies under 
th e interdict. 
Now th is piece of silliness w ouldn’t be worth 
noticing, except th a t it does re-open th e wh ole 
q uestion of th e public’s relations w ith th e people 
it puts in office; and at th is particular m om ent 
th a t q uestion is w orth a bit of study . 
Probably th ere isn’t m uch q uestion but th a t 
th e public today h as a lower opinion of its elected 
officials th a n it h as h ad in generations. And th a t 
isn ’t because of th e influence of scurrilous m ov­ 
ies, m uck-racking w riters or th e insidious m a ­ 
ch inations of Moscow, eith er. 
It is simply because state and federal legis­ 
lators h ave m ade a h oly sh ow of th emselves so 
often th a t nobody can overlook it. 
For a sample, th ere is th e way th e Senate 
dropped every th ing recently to waste a lot of 
valuable time castigating a ch ap wh o rem arked 
in prin t th a t only a few m en in Congress ac­ 
tually do take bribes. Th ere is th e w’ay in wh ich 
th is lame duck session at W ash ington h as dilly ­ 
dallied w ith im portant issues. Th ere is th e way 
state an d federal assemblies h ave proven th eir 
alm ost complete inability to do any th ing about 
economy . 
Th ese are th e real reasons for th e current low 
estim ate of elected officials.
